Subject: Resumption of High Altitude Flight* in the Berlin 
Corridor (S) 



1. The Joint Chiefs of Staff have noted the progress being made toward 
tripartite agreement to the resumption of high altitude flights in the Berlin 
corridor. In anticipation of approval by the President, a warning instruc- 
tion has been prepared for dispatch to USCINCEUR. 

2. It is believed explicit instructions should be given to USCXNCEU3. 
prior to resumption of such flights. The attached message is designed to 
serve this purpose. 

3. In view of the guidance contained in a memorandum to the Chairman, 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, from the Assistant Secretary of Defense (ISA), subject: 
USCtNCEUR Air Contingency Plan Berlin, dated 9 May 1959* And the Impli- 
cations of applying NSC Policy 5$04, dajed 19 February 1959, to flights in 
the Berlin corridor, it is requested you secure the necessary approval for 
the attached message prior to dispatch to USCINCEUR*
